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REORGANIZATION? 


How Soon Will Mr. Barber’s Sugges- 
tion Be Adopted ? 


Experts Say That the United Box Board and Paper Company 
Is Overcapitalized and Will Have to Be Put 
on a Firmer Basis—Negotiations 
With Independent Mills. 


rhe predictions that have been freely made in the trade 
n regard to the United Box Board and Paper Company 
nd the Paper Products Company have not as yet been 
fulfilled. The nature of these prophecies it is needless to 
mention. That they have been adverse and in effect ques- 
med the continued existence of both companies goes 
vithout saying. The fact, therefore, that both of them are 
till in the field has of late revived the interest of the trade 
n their affairs. The light demand for boards during the 
vinter and spring months, coupled with recent shiftings 
nd changes in the office force of the companies, has in- 
reased the belief of the trade that the prophecies referred 
» were at last to be fulfilled. Events, however, have not 
me out the expectations of the trade. That radical 
hanges have not been made is principally due, so it is 
tated, to the fact that the time is not ripe for them. In 
‘ther words, a change of front in the face of a dull market 
vould in no wise be beneficial. 

That some action looking to a reorganization of the 
United Box Board and Paper Company will be taken 
vithin the next few months is a foregone conclusion. 
‘resident Barber, it will be recalled, stated in a recent in- 
erview that the stockholders of the company would in all 
kelihood be called upon to consider some plan of reor- 
ganization. The heavy capitalization of the company, its 
ick of working capital and its reduced output, due to the 
lestruction or closing of at least six of its mills, render a 
eorganization necessary. The mills that have been burned 
re the Hartland mill, of Middleport, N. Y.; the Bogota 
ill, of Bogota, N. J., and the Stony Brook mill, of 
Whippany, N. J. The Tytus-Gardner mill at Middletown, 
Ohio, was dismantled. The Mitchell mill at Lawrence, 
Mass., was never operated by the company; neither was the 
Shutts mill at Penn Yan, N. Y. Some of the other mills 
f the company have not been financially profitable, so it 
s claimed. The reduction in its assets and in its earning 
power, together with other disadvantages, it is predicted, 
will force the stockholders to adopt the suggestion of 
President Barber. Even with all the mills intact and in 
running order, as they were two years ago when the com 
any was organized, the earning power of the combination, 
xperts say, did not warrant such a large capitalization. 
lhe practical elimination of half a dozen of the mills 
nakes the necessity of a more conservative capitalization 

the more pressing. The money received from the fire 
nsurance companies, it might be stated, offsets in great part 
e destruction of the three mills. While this may be so, 
he fact that none of the mills have been rebuilt leads the 
ide to the conclusion that the insurance money has al- 
idy been used in paying off some of the pressing obliga 


ons of the company. 
In regard to the plan of reorganization of the United 
othing definite is as yet known positively. Those in 
ouch with the board situation, however, predict that when 
t is made public it will provide for the taking over of the 
eading independent mills. A merger of the latter with 
the United is the only logical solution of the matter, so 
those best informed on the subject assert. In case the “4 


dependents” cannot obtain the terms they consider neces- 


sary to induce them to join the combination, a severe war 
of prices will no doubt take place unless the Paper Prod- 
ucts Company can be continued on a basis agreeable to 
all concerned. That it is the earnest hope of all board 
manufacturers that the latter company should continue till 
the demand grows strong again is evident from their state- 
Should the demand improve next fall so as 
to insure good business for all the manufacturers, it is 
feared that some of them may break away from the selling 
agency. At present, however, there is little danger of the 
disruption of the Paper Products Company, as things 
would be made worse by such an event. 

In regard to the plan of reorganizing the United and 
forming a new board combination by taking over the lead- 
ing independent mills, it is understood that a tentative 
move in this direction has already been made. Further 
developments along this line are, however, not expected 
before next fall. Should business still continue poor, 
it is thought likely that some plan of consolidation will 
then be put into effect. Belief in the likelihood of such 
a combination lies in the fact that Mr. Barber and his as 
sociates have evidently taken hold of box board matters 
with a determination to make their undertakings a success 
That they have the ability and the capital, if necessary, to 
do so there is no question.

Pulp Workers Strike. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JuUURNAL.] 

PLatrspurc, N. Y., June 11, 1904.—A strike is on in the 
sulphite mill of the J. & J. Rogers Company at Ausable 
Forks. The Pulp Workers’ Union ordered a strike yes 
terday and about 120 men, including both day and night 
forces, quit work. One of the rooms was closed for a 
few minutes, but other men were secured in place of the 
strikers and they started it up again. With this exception 
there was no interference with any of the departments of 
the mill, and it ran full both during the remainder of the 
day and at night. 

There was no disturbance whatever. The men ask for 
an eight hour shift, three tours, and nine hours for outside 
labor. This demand was refused by the company. The 
workers in the paper mill are union men, and it is ex 
pected that they will also be ordered out. 





Canadian Paper + Mill Strike.

IDLE WISCONSIN MILLS. 


No Attempt Has Yet Been Made to 
Start Machines. 


Repairs Being Made in Most of the Fox River Plants—No 
Disagreeable Features Up to Date—Men Seem to 
Be Simply Taking Vacations—Specula- 
tion as to Outcome. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
AppLeTon, Wis., June 13, 1904.—The first week of the 
disagreement between the manufacturers and the em 


ployees, for it cannot yet be called a “trouble,” has passed 
without any especially noteworthy feature Both sides 
have been cool and nobody has lost his temper. 

If any trouble comes, it will come naturally when an at 
tempt is made to start the mills. It is expected that such 
efforts will be made some time during the present week, a 
machine being put in operation here and there wherever 
repairs are completed and equipment is in readiness again 
Chis will bring to a head the question as to whether the 
men who have for many years, perhaps, been working in 
these mills will decide to go back. 

The manufacturers make no secret of the fact that they 
are already hiring men whenever opportunity offers, and 
they assume to be confident that with these and certain of 
their old employees whom they believe they can count 
upon they will be able to make a beginning in a respect- 
ible way toward running their plants. They do not ex 
pect to start in as though nothing had happened, but they 
believe they will be able to make a start and then keep 
going, and gradually add machine after machine. They 
are not looking for trouble, but should trouble come they 
propose to demand from every recognized authority the 
rigid execution of law. There is to be no temporizing or 
compromising. They will hire men, whoever they may be 
union or non-union, who are willing to work the long 
hours at the pay offered, and will see that they are per 
mitted so to work. It is merely the question of the open 
shop, which is being agitated just now in so many other 
places. Certain reports have been spread abroad that the 
mills were fighting the unions, and that when they resumed 
it would be with non-union help only. All this is vigor 
ously denied by representative manufacturers. All they 
ask for, they say, is the open shop, with the privilege of 
running their business as they see fit, and the liberty of 
men to work for them or not as they (the men) choose 

As to whether or not the unions will endeavor to em 
barrass the manufacturers by calling out union men now 
employed in mills not affected, primarily the writing paper 
mills, or whether an effort will be made to call out men in 
other parts of the State, President 
Mackey last week spent several days in the Wisconsin 
River Valley, and he expressed himself as believing that

union men there would leave their jobs if so directed 
Nobody seems to know, however, how many union men are 
working in the Wisconsin River mills, and it seems rea 
sonable to believe that if any large proportion of the em 
ployees there were unionized they would not have waited 
until this time to ask for the short hours, for the granting 
of short hours on the Wisconsin River weeld have gone a 
very long distance toward assuring the continuance of 
short hours on the Fox River 

The Winnebago Paper Mills, of Neenah, which would 
have been expected to join in the present movement for 
long hours, made no request of their men to return to this 
schedule, and they have been operated the past week, as 
heretofore, under the short hours.

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THE CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 


As a Rule Mills Are Having a Satisfactory Run of Orders— 
Trade With Jobbers Is Seasonable—Many Wisconsin 
Mills Not Running. 





Conditions in the New York jobbing trade are not much 
different from those that obtain each year at this time. 
To say that it is quiet is therefore saying that it is season- 
able. Although the demand is of comparatively smali vol- 
ume there are no signs of weakness in quotations. This is 
really the special feature of importance in present market 
conditions, because, as a rule, prices go off somewhat pre- 
liminary to the summer dullness. The strength of the 
market is therefore attested by the fact that on news, 
book, writings and manilas there have been practically no 
concessions made by the manufacturers to induce the 
placing of orders. Coated papers of all kinds and box 
boards continue weak in price, because of overproduction 
or severe competition, or both. Paper bags are also not 
in as active demand as they should be at this time of year. 
No. 1 wood manilas are reported as being in poor demand. 
But with these exceptions the various kinds and grades of 
paper are firmer than is usually the case at the begin- 
ning of the dull season. This firmness in price on the 
part of the manufacturers is reflected in the jobbing trade. 
Very little price cutting has been going on in the market 
this spring. This firm attitude of the manufacturers has 
been the wonder of the distributing trade. Because of it 
during the winter and spring months the prediction was 
made by buyers that the manufacturers would be looking 
for orders before the summer began. Up to date this 
prediction has not come true, and now that the summer 
dullness is upon us the inquiry is heard on all sides, “Is 
the market to continue firm right through the summer?” 
The manufacturers answer yes, and give two reasons, 
namely, the high price of all their raw materials and the 
fact that in the present state of new business it would do 
no good to cut prices. They say that at present buyers 
would not be attracted by low figures, as they are ordering 
only when ‘absolutely obliged to. The outlook for the 
summer is therefore that prevailing quotations will be 
maintained even if consumption continues of small volume. 
The fact that stocks of paper of all kinds are small and 
need to be replenished, both at the mill and with the deal- 
ers, coupled with the certainty that the Presidential cam- 
paign next fall will make heavy demands on the paper in- 
dustry, are all considered good arguments in favor of firm 
prices through the summer and a good trade next fall. 





Holyoke Trade Is Fair. 


Western Massachusetts Office

Business has not improved materially over last week. 
On the whole, trade is only fair. It cannot be said to be 
dull, and in fact there are indications in some of the mills 
that better business was expected soon. A majority of 
the mills, however, are looking for a quiet trade for some 
time. 

The American Writing Paper Company has a fair busi- 
ness, and all of its mills are running full time. The de- 
partments are being kept busy, and some very good orders 
have been received during the week. 

The Whiting Paper Company reports business as fair, 
with very little change from last week. Its mills have or- 
ders enough to keep them running full. 

The mills in Western Massachusetts are having a fair 
business only, and all of them could handle more orders 
than are being received. 

It is believed by the majority of manufacturers that trade 
will not definitely shape itself for the future until some- 
thing definite is known concerning national politics.

The movement of paper with local dealers still continues 
rather spasmodic. Reports from some jobbers are much 
more cheerful, however, than from others, one dealer 
claiming that the volume of business so far this month was 
much larger than during the entire month of May. This 
statement was made by a jobber catering entirely to the 
demands for print papers. A local distributer of manilas 
and store wrapping stated that his entire force had been 


kept on the jump for the past two months getting orders 
shipped as fast as booked. In view of the general reports 
of dull business so frequently heard during the past several 
weeks these statements referred to seem somewhat incon- 
gruous, but the reports are made in good faith and reflect 
the actual status of business being handled by the jobbers 
quoted. It would seem, therefore, that while the paper 
business was not of sufficient volume to keep every job- 
bing house fully busy, there is demand enough to relieve 
the trade of actual dullness. Conditions with paper manu- 
facturers are far from discouraging, judging from the re- 
ports of the several paper makers talked with of late. Mills 
are running full, and no disposition seems manifested to 
cut prices in order to get business—not in this market. If 
present conditions can be maintained during the summer, 
the paper trade will have little reason to complain.

Miami Trade Satisfactory.

Dayton, Ohio, June 13, 1904—While trade has lacked 
real animation during the week just closed, it has been 
satisfactory to most of the manufacturers and dealers. The 
demand has been fair and prices net a fair margin of profit. 
It cannot be said that business was rushing, though it was a 
noticeable fact in some sections that strikes and shutdowns 
in other sections threw Miami Valleyward some trade 
which possibly would have gone in other channels. In 
this connection it may be said that local mill men regret 
to hear of the labor disturbances in other sections, but feel 
that their own friendly relations with the workers will 
continue uninterruptedly. The local manufacturers keep 
their mills running regularly whenever possible, even at a 
loss, and this fact is appreciated by the employees, who 
are always willing to share in the prosperity or adversity 
which may overtake the trade. This time is not regarded 
as very opportune in which to complain, and it is believed 
that the valley will be singularly free from strike diffi- 
culties or lockouts which might prevail in other sections. 

The demand for the regular lines has been about normal. 
The prospects for a heavy fall trade appear to be good, 
other branches of industries preparing for an exception- 
ally large trade throughout the winter. M. V. 





Only Few Wisconsin Mills Running. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App.eton, Wis., June 13, 1904.—The prominence of the 
labor situation in this valley during the last week or two 
has rather obscured the business situation. As the ma- 
jority of the print, manila and book mills are not running, 
it is safe to assume that the General Paper Company and 
Interstate Paper Company are not sending them any or- 
ders, and it would be difficult to draw conclusions as to 
the state of the market. A few non-union mills are run- 
ning, and it is also natural to suppose that they will be 
pretty well supplied with orders during the idleness of the 
majority. The writing paper mills of course are not af- 
fected, and are running as usual. They report business to 
be fair, but not in a sense rushing. New business is not 
coming in very fast, but people who have orders booked 
are keeping the wires hot asking for shipments, in evident 
apprehension that the labor troubles may extend to these 
mills also, and that they may not get their paper for a long 
time to come. To such inquirers the writing mills are re- 
plying that there is no good reason why their mills should 
be drawn into the present controversy, but it is of course 
impossible for them to guarantee that they will not be.

Verdict for Remington Paper Company. 


LEAVENWoRTH, Kan., June 11, 1904.—In the United Stat: 
Circuit Court yesterday the jury in the case of the Rem 
ington Paper Company against Col. T. W. Harrison, of 
Topeka, brought in a verdict for the plaintiff, the pape: 
company, in the sum of $5,500, with interest at legal rat: 
from March 31, 1903. 

The company furnished paper to the old Topeka Capital 
a now defunct corporation. Colonel Harrison was one o! 
the stockholders in the corporation, and was made a party 
to the suit, the double liability law of the State of Kansas 
making stockholders of corporations liable for the debts in 
curred by the corporations. 

The decision is unquestionably made in accord with th: 
law of the State of Kansas, which has been in force for 
the last one-third of a century. 

The Topeka Capital failed in the sum of some tens of 
thousands of dollars many years ago. In the process of 
negotiations Mulvane secured control of the concern, and 
has control now, practically owning all of the stock at this 
time. The stockholders in the old Capital corporation in 
cluded ex-Governor Morrill and a large number of Repub 
lican politicians who hung around Topeka in or out of 
office. 

The success of this suit will undoubtedly bring to th 
court similar suits of others who have claims against th« 
stockholders of that concern. It is said some of the old 
stockholders have compromised their claims at large dis- 
counts. 


Cotton Rag Papers. 

The specific tendency of the cotton fibre, especially in the 
unsized state, to roll and curl up so as to form clots is 
well known. “M.,” writing in the Papier Zeitung, says 
these clots are not, however, “knots” in the true sense of 
the word, and they are easily disintegrated by gentle agita 
tion, such as pouring the pulp from one vessel to another 
The rolling up of the fibres is caused on the one hand by 
the friction of the arms of the agitator on the pulp, but, on 
the other hand, in a far greater degree, by the friction of 
the pulp against the sides and bottom of the stuff chest 
The trouble will be greater the rougher the internal sur 
face of the chest, and it can be obviated to a large extent 
by lining the stuff chest with glazed tiles. The fibres will 
then tend to slide over the glazed surface, instead of roll 
ing. Reducing the speed of the agitator and discharging 
the pulp into the chest simultaneously with a large volun: 
of water will reduce the evil, but will not prevent it en 
tirely. The ease with which the clots are disintegrated in 
presence of water enables them to be disposed of in the 
knotter. If the knotter be adjusted so as to give it the 
greatest possible vertical motion, i. e., to work with a heavy 
“jog,” the beating action of the knotter plates on the pulp 
will completely unroll the clotted bundles of fibres. It is 
true that a violent action of the knotter permits a few of 
the true knots, i. e., unreduced particles of rag and thread 
in the pulp, to pass through into the paper, but a pulp which 
has been carefully and thoroughly prepared in the beater 
ought not to contain a serious proportion of such knots. 


Must Clear Up Canal Banks.

Dayton, Ohio, June 13, 1904.—An examination of th 
canal banks was made by Chief Engineer Perkins, of th 
Board of Public Works, and members of that board thi 
week, preparatory to the issuance of instructions to th 
Miami and Erie Canal Transportation Company to clear t! 
banks by removing all obstacles, in order to make possib! 
the resumption of traffic on this waterway. The pap¢ 
manufacturers, stock dealers and others on the canal hav: 
complained bitterly of the condition of the banks, but th: 
“electric mule” people seemed to take no steps to remo\ 
the obstacles until reminded that their franchise would be 
come void unless the terms of the agreement were carried 
out. The claim that the Miami and Erie Company is plan 
ning the commencement of traffic is not credited, theug! 
efforts will likely be made to place the company on 
basis whereby it can resume operations between Cincinnat 
and Hamilton. If possible, money will be raised to com 
plete the line to this city. Said Chief Engineer Perkins 
“The electric mule people will have to make numerou: 
changes in their tracks, as well as clear the towpath i: 
many places of accumulated material which now obstructs 
it. Orders to that effect will be issued at once. This a 
tion will be necessary under the terms of the extensio 
granted the company by the State Board of Publi 
Works.”

Australia Does Not Like Canadian Pulp. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Orrawa, Canada, June 13, 1904.—N. H. Ross, Canadian 
commercial agent, Melbourne, Australia, reports that sam- 
ples forwarded to his office by Canadian manufacturers of 
pulp have been submitted to the local paper mills, but that 
nothing suitable for local requirements has been received 
so far. The Australian mills require unbleached and 
bleached sulphite pulp packed in bales weighing about 3% 
hundredweight. The unbleached pulp is used in the man- 
ufacture of brown wrapping paper, which industry is pro- 
tected by a customs duty of £3 (say $14.60) per ton. 
The bleached pulp is required for strong cartridge papers, 
&c. The Melbourne paper mills use local materials in mak- 
ing a substitute for cheap pulp, which answers for “filling” 
purposes. 

It is essential to make a dry pulp equaling in quality 
that now received from Norway and Germany, in érder to 
obtain a footing in the Australian market. An experimental 
shipment of Canadian pulp was forwarded some years ago, 
but owing to the moisture the contents of the bales—espe- 
cially in the centre of the packages—were rotted when it 
arrived. L. 


St. John Sulphite Company. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Sr. Joun, N. B., June 9, 1904.—It is announced that the 
St. John Sulphite Company (Mispec pulp mill) will go 
into voluntary liquidation. The company in England has 
appointed two men to come to St. John and inspect the 
mill and the situation generally. A third is appointed for 
them to confer with. If necessary, the paper says, appli- 
cation will be made to the courts to go into liquidation. 

Yesterday in the County Court Chambers, the case of M. 
B. Edwards vs. the St. John Sulphite Pulp Company, Lim- 
ited, came before Judge Forbes. A summons was return- 
able calling on the defendant to show cause why the ap- 
pearance and plea should not be set aside and judgment 
entered for the plaintiff. The amount sued for was $293.75 
on an inland bill of exchange. 

An order was served yesterday on Judge Forbes staying 
the proceedings in the suit. Thé order was granted by 
Chief Justice Tuck on the petition of Joseph A. Likely, a 
creditor, for the winding up of the company. Fred R. 
Taylor appeared for Mr, Edwards, and Dr. Silas Alward, 
K. C., for the company. 

The Englishmen coming here in connection with the 
liquidation proceedings were to have sailed from the old 
country yesterday. fs

Frank B. Read Killed. 


A three seated gasoline touring automobile belonging to 
George J. Noakes, the restaurant man, was struck by a 
northbound New York Central train at Van Cortlandt Park 
last Sunday afternoon, and Frank D. Read, one of the six 
occupants of the car, was killed. A foot of Miss Margaret 
Noakes, a daughter of the owner, was cut off, while the 
other members of the party were all badly injured. Mr. 
Read was a dealer in paper and paper bags and lived at 
the Hotel Endicott. The others who were in the car were 
Mr. and Mrs. Noakes, their six year old son, George J. 
Noakes, Jr., and John Spencer, the colored chauffeur. 

According to the report of the accident made by the po- 
lice it was 5:13 o'clock when the train crashed into the 
automobile. The car was going east at a rapid rate, and 
as it drew near the Van Cortlandt Park station, Spencer, 
the chauffeur, noticed a train standing on the southbound 
track about 200 feet from the station, taking water. Spen- 
cer evidently did not look in the direction of the station, for 
if he had he would have seen that a northbound train was 
there about to pull out. The automobile was struck by this 
train, with the result already told. 

Mr. Read for several years was employed in the office 
of the Weymouth Paper Mills when that concern was in 
existence and had its office in New York. He later started 
in the paper and paper bag business on the West Side, 
and at the time of his death carried on business at 226 
Washington street. He was about thirty-six years of age, 
and leaves a widow and one child. 


To Determine Amounts of Water Used. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Futon, N. Y., June 13, 1904.—Through its attorneys, 
Piper, Rice & Wilson, of this city, the Fulton Paper Com- 
pany has caused a copy of a summons and complaint to be 
served upon all the owners and users of water drawing 
from the Oswego River at the lower dam. This action is 
termed a “friendly suit,” and is brought for the purpose 
of ascertaining the exact rights of the various users of 
water, and as stated in the complaint, “particularly that it 
be determined and declared what proportion of the water 
of said river parties owning or using same upon the east 
side of the said river are entitled, and what proportion 
thereof parties owning or using water on the west side of 
said river are entitled.” 

In 1891 a similar suit was brought to determine the 
rights of the several owners of water drawing from the 
lower dam at its easterly end, and a decision of the courts 


divided the water into five classes to be abated in their or-° 


der of precedence during times of low water. But no di- 
vision of the water at the west end of the dam has ever 
been made, nor any division of the river itself. 

The interests represented by the Fulton Paper Com- 
pany are considerable, and in view of the prospective deep- 
ening of the company’s tail race and consequent increase 
in head, it has been deemed imperative that the courts de- 
termine the rights of the various mills, and establish a 
system whereby these rights may be protected. B. 


The Des Joachims Boom Breaks. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Ortawa, Canada, June 10, 1904.—The big boom at Des 
Joachims, above Pembroke, burst on June 5, and a million 
logs, representing a part of the season’s cut on the Upper 
Ottawa, Mattawa, Dumoine, Kippewa rivers and Lake 
Nipissing, have gone into the rapids, and are coming down 
at an alarming rate. Al! of the Ottawa lumbermen are 
interested, and the Upper Ottawa Improvement Company, 
which owned the boom, stands to suffer a heavy loss, and 
no end of inconvenience. 

Particulars received at the office of the company indicate that 
the break was caused by the unusual volume of water and 
swiftness of the current, and there is danger that in the 
sudden rush of logs the booms farther down will also give 
way, and the mix up may more or less seriously handicap 
the operations in the mills. It is the custom for the logs 
to be brought down in bulk to Des Joachims, where they 
are formed into rafts and towed down the river. Steps 
have been taken to arrest the progress of the logs and to 
strengthen the remaining booms. L.

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PAPER AND PULP YARNS. 


Cellulose Yarn, Xylolin, Silvalin, Licella—Their Production, 
Qualities and Uses An Interesting Book by 
Prof. E. Pfuhl, of Riga, Russia, 


Prof. E. Pfuhl, of Riga, Russia, has published a work 
that relates to the development and progress and present 
state of a new industry. The description of various proc- 
esses is based upon personal experience in a new branch 
that is apparently destined to open a road by which the 
paper industry can enter the textile industry. Hitherto the 
paper mill has turned the refuse and waste of the spinning 
and weaving mill into its finest products, but in future a 
part of the same refuse will find its way back through the 
beater and Fourdrinier to the spindle and loom. The 
weaver may have to study the art of paper making, while 
the paper maker will become accomplished in the art of 
spinning and weaving. The writer of this interesting book 
describes the adaptability to the spinning process of a great 
variety of fibre stock used in paper making. Every class 
of paper fibre is available in this new fibre spinning in- 
dustry. 

The most important factor is sulphite; the spinning 
process has been entirely changed through the finding of a 
new way to spin short fibres in the wet state. 

There is described the old process of Clavier for pro- 
ducing threads by twisting paper strips around cotton 
threads ir: forming the weft of cloth for making towelings, 
serge and other fabrics for summer suits or around 
wool yarn for winter garments. The cloth is wash- 
able. The paper threads are called xylolin. However, the 
author finds that owing to the newly invented silvalin and 
other processes the xylolin cannot stand competition, the 
ready made paper being too expensive and the process too 
slow. 

The progress of the new industry seems to depend upon 
the processes patented to Kellner, Tuerk, Leinveber and 
Kron, segior and junior. The latter call their product 
silvalin, a name already widely known. 

In the first stage of their process these inventors adopt 
the same principle by refining the raw material—sulphite 
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by preference—in beaters, freeing the same from knots, 
splint, sand, metallic parts and other impurities, by strain- 
ing and then flowing this liquid pulp mixture on a moving 
wire cloth for the purpose of forming a finely felted web 
to be directly transformed by various means into threads 
in the wet or dampened state. After this stage in the 
transformation into threads these inventors adopt different 
methods. The writer first considers the patents of Dr. Carl 
Kellner and of Gustav Tuerk. According to the first, the 
twisting and rounding of the threads from the felted ma- 
terial takes place on the wire itself, while the latter in- 
ventor forms the fibre strips coming from the wire 
on a separate apparatus by pressing, rubbing and 
twisting them into threads. The fibre bands or strips 
are shaped in a series of grooves in metallic strips, 
fastened around the circumference of the wire cyl- 
inder. The bands are taken from the wire by a felt apron 
and carried to a coucher for pressing and tightening, and 
for the absorption of water. Thence they are carried to a 
rubbing device, which consists of a double endless rubber 
apron moving on rollers in the direction of the wire cyl- 
inder, and receiving also a sidewise motion produced by an 
eccentric. These lengthwise and sidewise reciprocating 
motions cause the rolling of the pulp bands into round 
threads of greatly increased adhesive strength. These 
threads are now twisted and collected on spools, or they are 
loosely gathered in revolving tin cans to be carried to the 
twisting machines. 

The Altdamm Patentspinnerei is the owner of the Kell- 
ner and Tuerk processes. The company is experimenting 
in an effort to increase the producing capacity of the Tuerk 
system. 

The company’s goods were exhibited in the Diissel- 
dorf exhibition in 1902, and were greatly admired in trade 
circles; it is acknowledged that they can even compete 
with certain products made of the better grades of cotton. 

The speed obtainable in the operation of the rubbing 
work, however, is limited to from 40 to 50 feet per minute, 


and the maximum output to from 80 to 400 kilogs. in 
twenty-four hours. 
Kron’s invention, the silvalin process, deserves the 


greatest consideration. The use of the Fourdrinier ma- 
chine has been made practicable in place of the rather too 
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slow cylinder, and the output obtained has been largely i: 
creased. The web is divided on the wire behind the su 
tion box into numerous strips numbering about 300. T! 

is accomplished by means of a dividing instrument, co: 
sisting of a peculiarly constructed pipe provided with per 
forations through which jets of water or air are forc: 
against the web, causing its partition into strips. The wel 
thus divided, is carried on the wire to the first press, then: 
to the second press, provided with a steam heated cylind 
where the water contents of the pulp are reduced to 4 
or maybe 30 per cent. of the dry weight. In this co 
dition the bands are wound into collecting rolis, and aft: 
cores are removed these rolls are divided into small 
ones and stored in a dampened vessel to await their lat: 
treatment on a twisting machine. A machine of this d 
scription about 70 inches in width of wire supplies band 
for making 6,000 pounds of No. 3 threads in twenty-four 
hours. The wire travels from 150 to 200 feet per minut: 
and there is no reason why this should not be increased 

The production of different sizes of threads is regulated 
by the thickness of the web on the wire, and also by th 
width of the bands. By changing the dividing apparatu 
so as to increase or decrease the size and number of th: 
strips, their width ranging from 5.7 to 9 millimetres 
threads from No. 1% to No. 12 can be produced. 

Testing all pure cellulose threads under normal condi 
tions a strength of from 5.5 to 7 kilogs., with a stretch 
of from 6 to 7 per cent., is attained. A test of silvalin 
has resulted in showing the strength of from 4.10 to 8.31 
kilogs. 

A silvalin mill in Holland, equipped with 2,300 spindles 
and sixty looms, has a daily production of 7,000 kilogs. oi 
cloth. Similar mills are in operation in Bilbao, Spain 
and in Russia. Two are building in Austria and severa! 
are planned in Germany. 

A patent has been issued in this country to Max Mulle: 
on his new pulp thread process. It is No. 747,465. 

The business of the Staats Wall Paper Company, L 
Crosse, Wis., has been sold to J. P. Heystek. R. T. Staats 
has bought out the interests of his brothers, and being 
unable to handle both the North and South Side stores, d¢ 
cided to sell out the latter.

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DAMAGE SUITS. 


Court of Appeals Affirms Lahey Judgment Against Lock- 
port Paper Company—American Writing Paper Com- 
pany Wins Case in Springfield, Mass. 





Lockport, N. Y., June 13, 1904.—The Court of Appeals 
in session at Albany last week affirmed the judgment of 
the local Supreme Court in the case of John Lahey, of this 
city, against the Traders Paper Company, also of this 
place. A judgment for $10,000 was given in 1897. 

Lahey was injured by an explosion of a barrel of acid in 
the basement of the plant. He had been sent down there 
with a torch. The acid flowed over his limbs and terribly 
injured them. For two years his recovery was doubtful. 
He is at present a cripple. The case has been tried and 


appealed three times. 


Wanted $10,000 for Loss of Toes. 

At the June term of the Superior Court, Springfield, 
Mass., Judge E. B. Maynard presiding, one case was dis- 
posed of during the day, being taken from the jury after 
the plaintiff's evidence had been heard. The case taken up 
was that of Gideon Thompson, of Holyoke, against the 
American Writing Paper Company. The plaintiff brought 
suit for $10,000 for injuries received while at work in Riv- 
erside Paper Mill No. 1, in Holyoke, April 12, 1903. The 
plaintiff was then employed as a millwright and general 
repair man in the Riverside mill, and the accident hap- 
pened on a Sunday, when a cone pulley and shaft were 
taken out of the mill to Jolly Brothers’ machine shop for 
repairs. The cone pulley and shaft weighed about a ton 
and a half, and after being repaired was being moved back 
to its place on a truck, when the flooring gave way and 
the machinery was pitched into the basement below. The 
plaintiff claimed that at the time the floor gave way he was 
hauling a chain fall with the intention of fastening it to 
the truck, and as the truck tipped downward he clung to 
the chain and was suspended over the hole, his foot being 
caught between the cone and the floor and crushed so that 
he lost two toes and the use of a third. The plaintiff al- 
leged that the accident occurred by the failure of the de- 
fendant to provide a safe place for the plaintiff to work in, 
claiming that a cleat which held the flooring had been al- 
lowed to rust off on account of the moisture which was 
always present in the atmosphere there. The work of re- 
moving the cone pulley and shaft was under the direction 
of David Griswold as superintendent, and it was claimed 
that he was not present when the accident occurred, but 
had left the replacing of the cone to the plaintiff and four 
other workmen, two of whom had helped to remove the 
machinery. After hearing all of the plaintiff's evidence, 
Judge Maynard took the case from the jury and ordered a 
verdict for the defendant. 


Kalamazoo May Buy Denver Equipment. 
Denver, Col., June 10, 1904.—H. D. Eddy, representing 
the Standard Paper Company, of Kalamazoo, Mich., ar 
rived here this week, and will make a close examination 
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of the machinery of the Denver Paper Mills, upon which 
his company has a ten day option. 

“We are about to open an extensive paper plant in Kala- 
mazoo,” said Mr. Eddy last night, “and if we can get it 
for a price that is to our advantage we will purchase a 
large portion of the machinery of the local mills. There is 
one paper machine and much other expensive machinery 
that seems to me, at first glance, to be exactly what we 
wish. It is certainly a pity that so fine a plant as the 
Denver mill should be closed down for even a year, to 
say nothing of for all time. I do not believe that the plant 
could be duplicated for $1,000,000.”

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FORESTRY EXPERIMENTS. 


They Are to Determine Whether Adirondack Hardwoods 
Can Be Substituted for Southern Pine for Railroad 
Ties—Work of the Bureau of Forestry. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

McKeever, N. Y., June 13, 1904.—The experiments in the 
substitution of Adirondack hardwoods for Southern pine 
for railroad ties, conducted by the Bureau of Forestry for 
the New York Central Railroad, have reached an interest- 
ing stage and have attracted the attention of many lumber- 
men in Northern New York. Beech, birch and maple logs 
cut last fall are being sawed this spring into ties and 
shipped to Utica, where they are carefully weighed in or- 
der to determine later their loss in weight through season- 
ing. When the ties have all been cut and allowed a suffi- 
cient time to dry they will be treated with preservatives 
and laid in the track, that their lasting powers may be 
learned. The success of the experiment depends on 
whether the increased life of the hardwood tie, due to 
seasoning, is more than sufficient to pay for the original 
cost of the tie, plus the cost of the seasoning and pre- 
serving. 

The New York Central finds it more difficult every year 
to obtain a sufficient supply of Southern pine ties at a 
price it can afford to pay. At present it is getting many of 
its ties from as far South as Georgia. The expense of 
hauling heavy pitch pine such a distance is, in the aggre- 
gate, enormous. Adirondack hardwoods are near at 
hand; they are abundant and cheap, and their substitution 
for pine would be a great economic gain both to the rail- 
roads and the owners of hardwood stumpage 

The experiment work of the Bureau of Forestry has very 
interesting features and gives promise of results of scientific 
and practical value. Lumbermen are particularly interested 
in it, for the reason that it will go further than any other 
work of the kind toward determining the money value of 
these hardwoods and will furnish them with figures on 
which to base their calculations of profits in lumbering 
hardwood lands. Adirondack timber land owners are be- 
ginning to realize that there are big profits in the hard- 
wood business. Heretofore spruce has been in many sec- 
tions the only tree cut. The spruce has been removed and 
the hardwoods left. Now that spruce has become scarce 


the lumbermen are considering the profits that may be had 
from going over their lands a second time and removing

the hardwoods. Should the tie experiments of the New 
York Central prove successful and the road decide to use 
hardwood ties instead of Southern pine a valuable market 
for hardwoods will have been opened up. The main ad- 
vantage of a market for hardwood ties would be that it 
would enable the lumberman to get a fair price for that 
part of his logs which saws out inferior lumber. Ties are 
taken from the centre of the log, and since the centre is 
nearly always knotty and full of shake, the lumber that 
comes out of it grades low. But knots in a tie, provided 
they are sound, interfere in no way with its value. With a 
market for hardwood ties the lumberman could turn the 
best parts of his tree into lumber and get good prices for 
it and dispose of the knotty timber in the centre to the 
railroad. 

This would be good forest economy for several reasons. 
In the first place, it would go far toward solving the diffi- 
cult problem of forest management for spruce lands. One 
of the main obstacles which the big paper companies that 
own spruce stumpage find in applying forestry to the man- 
agement of their lands is that when the spruce is cut out 
the hardwoods come in. Since spruce is practically the 
only tree cut, the contest between spruce and hardwoods 
for the possession of the ground is made unequal, and the 
latter crowd out the spruce. But with a better market for 
hardwoods they could be cut and the spruce given a 
chance. The advantage to the railroad company would 
be in obtaining a tie that could be bought comparatively 
cheap and, with preservative treatment, should last longer 
than the Southern pine tie. Finally, an advantage would 
accrue in the long run to the Southern pine lumberman, 
since a market for hardwood ties would diminish the drain 
on pine, which is too good a wood to put into ties and 
brings better prices as lumber. « 

The details of the bureau’s experiment work illus- 
trate how thoroughly the Government has gone into the 
matter. The trees were cut in the summer and fall of last 
year. As each tree was felled the logs from it were marked 
for identification with a separate number, and the month 
in which they were cut was stamped on them with a ham- 
mer. Then the tree was “analyzed’”—that is, its age was 
determined, the diameter at the top and the length of 
each log, the height of the stump, &c., were measured. 
Former experiments of the bureau, especially with lodge- 
pole pine in Montana, prove how much the weight of trees 
varies from month to month, due to the amount of sap 
they contain. This is true of lodgepole pine; but to what 


extent it is true of Adirondack hardwoods the experiments

will determine. The matter is of importance when freigh 
charges are considered. 

When these logs come to the mill they are identified by 
the numbers marked on them. Each piece of siding i 
marked with the number of the log from which it cam: 
and after it has gone through the edger and trimmer it 
dimensions and grade are tallied. In this way the burea 
is able to tell with almost absolute accuracy the number 
of board feet sawed out of each log, the amount of each 
grade of lumber, and, by applying f. o. b. mill prices, th: 
money value of that log; then by putting the logs togethe: 
the same results for the whole tree are determined. Th: 
trees will be divided into inch diameter classes and aver 
aged, so that the final results will be pretty fairly repr: 
sentative of a wide section of Adirondack country. 

This experiment has been finished at Page, where 900 
birch and beech logs were sawed. At McKeever the saw 
ing of 3,300 birch, beech and maple logs is now in progres 
at the Moose River Lumber Company’s mill. 

It will require some time to work up the results, but 
when finished they will probably be published by the Burea 
of Forestry. E. A. B

St. Francis River. In November, 1872, he went to Hol- 
yoke, and ran machine on envelope and tub sized papers for 
the Parsons Paper Company.

The Hamilton and Rossville Hydraulic. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Dayton, Ohio, June 13, 1904.—New developments arose 
this week in the matter of improving the Hamilton and 
Rossville hydraulic on Market street and Monument ave- 
nue, in Hamilton. The hydraulic, which is controlled by 
paper manufacturers, including the Hardings, is considered 
an eyesore, a menace to health and detriment to the city 
generally, and steps were taken previous to the death of the 
late C. H. Harding to improve it by making an immense 
sewer or the building of another street through the heart 
of the city. Senator Harding, who is one of the leading 
advocates of the improvement, and who is connected with 
the Excello mills, is out of the valley this week, being in 
Denver, and his views on the subject could not be obtained. 
Aside from the power furnished paper mills there is prac- 
tically no use for the hydraulic, which spoils an otherwise 
beautiful city. The city engineer made his report last 
evening to city council, and he recommended that if the 
abandonment of the hydraulic is impossible or impractica- 
ble, from a legal standpoint, the next best thing to be 
done was to construct a brick or concrete conduit. His 
estimates of the cost, not including the resurfacing of the 
streets, were from $15,800 to $17,300, the former for brick 
and the latter for concrete. The plans were received and

A meeting of Philadelphia jobbers of paper has been 


called for next Tuesday, as is set forth in our news col- 
umns, and that meeting will be asked to decide as to the 
organization of a Philadelphia paper jobbers’ association, 
to act in harmony with the National Paper Trade Asso- 
ciation, and its constituent bodies in New York, Boston, 
Chicago, &c. 

Every paper jobber in Philadelphia should make an im- 
perative engagement with himself to attend the meeting 
utterly regardless of whether he receives a formal invita- 
tion. The committeemen having the matter in charge are 
only human, and by inadvertence all those whom it is 
desired to have present may not receive a copy of the 
call. It is the intention that all shall receive it, and if there 
are any omissions they will be entirely unintentional. 

Not only should every jobber attend the meeting, but he 
should go with an intention to do all in his power to push 
forward the scheme of a local association. If there are 
any small jealousies they should be forgotten. If there are 
any “old scores” or heartburnings because of either real 
or fancied injuries they should be left in “the store.” We 
do not know that there are any such, but if there are they 
should be given a vacation for the day. 

Organize the association. Get to work on matters affect- 
ing the whole jobbing trade of Philadelphia in a proper 
spirit, and there cannot fail to be a benefit to everybody. 
The Philadelphia trade should not only look after local 
matters, but it should also bee represented in the national 
trade councils, giving to them the advantage of its wis- 


dom and experience, and reaping the benefit of the wisdom 


_and experience of its co-workers in other fields. 


Philadelphia is an important factor in national paper 
trade matters, but it cannot exercise its privileges and 
perform its duties unless it has a local association. 

The duty of next Tuesday in the Quaker City is to or- 
ganize a local body of which all the jobbing houses shall 


be a part. 


Experiments in the Adirondacks. 

Paper manufacturers who have stumpage rights in the 
Adirondacks will be interested in a letter from our corre- 
spondent at McKeever, N. Y., in which are set forth the 
facts as to the experiments now being carried on in that 
section by the Bureau of Forestry of Washington. Those 
experiments give promise of results of scientific and prac- 
tical value, and will go far toward solving difficult prob- 
lems in the economic management of spruce forests. If 
the experiments produce the results that it is now expected 
they will, they will enable the paper manufacturer to cut 
his hardwoods and to market them, giving the spruce a 
larger field for growth. 

The work of the Bureau of Forestry is thorough and in- 
tensely practical. It seeks to do for the Owner of forest 
lands that which will be of substantial service and to give 
him data by the use of which he can add to the profits of 
his everyday business. 

The further progress of the work will be watched closely, 
and the publication of the official story of what is being 
done and what the final results are will be awaited with 
interest. 


Paper and Pulp in Textiles. 

On another page we print a notice of a book just pub- 
lished by Prof. E. Pfuhl, of Riga, Russia, in which he 
treats of the work of various inventors along the line of 
spinning paper and pulp fibres. His subject is of much 
interest. The spinning of paper fibres is not new and there 
have been no especially noteworthy developments in that 
line of late. That class of work is being done in various 
countries, including our own, where combination paper and 
wool floor coverings are much in evidence. There, how- 
ever, has been a decided advance in the spinning of pulp 
fibres in the wet state, and the special feature to be noted 
is the new channel that is opened up for the consumption 
of sulphite product. 

Recent discoveries, as related by Professor Pfuhl, en- 
able spinners to spin short wood fibres in a wet state, thus 
entirely eliminating the cost of first transforming those 
fibres into paper preparatory to the spinning, and also in- 


creasing the aggregate output of the finished yarn.

There is talk of establishing a paper mill at Glen Gard- 
ner, N. J. 

No new machinery contracts have been placed for the 
new book mill at Kimberly, Wis. y 

Murray Relyea, a Neenah, Wis., paper maker injured his 
hand badly last week while doing repairing work, by per- 
mitting a weight to fall upon it. 

The preliminary surveys for the building of the large 
paper, pulp and flour mills which are to be erected at Fort 
Frances, Ont., by the American Power Company are now 
being made. 

The Kimberly & Clark Company has let a contract for 
driving between 9,000 and 10,000 cords of pulp wood, cut 
on its lands, down the Pine River. Most of this wood will 
go to its Niagara mill. 

Fire that started in F. H. Whittlesey’s paver mill, Wind- 
sor Locks, Conn., caused from $5,000 to $10,000 damage, 
largely by water. The premises are equipped with an auto- 
matic alarm system, which operated successfully. 

The directors of the Hartford City Paper Company, 
Hartford City, Ind., held a meeting last week and decided 
to increase the capacity of the pulp department and to in- 
stall more machinery. This will also necessitate the erec- 
tion of more buildings. 


The Missisquoi Pulp Company is getting out timber 
preparatory to rebuilding its coffer dam at Sheldon, N. H., 
a part of which was carried away by the recent high water 
in the Missisquoi River. 

F. W. Hartly, employed by the Chemical Paper Com- 
pany, at Holyoke, Mass., was slightly injured by being hit 
by a belt. The belt was being thrown off of a pulley, when 
it struck the man, inflicting several small wounds. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of the Keith 
Paper Company, of Turners Falls, Mass., was held last 
week, and the following officers were elected: Clerk and 
treasurer, C. M. Burnett; directors, A. Pagenstecher, of 
New York; Jonathan Bulkley, C. T. Crocker, B. N. Far- 
ren, E. D. Jones, E. Warner, W. H. Mairs and C. M. 
Burnett. 

On Sunday morning a couple of the stop logs in the dams 
above Eddy’s mills, at Hull, Canada, gave way, owing to 
the high water. As the machinery of the mills was not 
going, the escape of the water was cut off and before it 
could be started some portions of the basement were 
flooded. Beyond wetting some of the belting little damage 
was done. 

Work has been commenced upon the excavation for the 
new book mill of the Kimberly & Clark Company, at Kim- 
berly, Wis. The supply of labor in the Fox River Valley 
for such an enterprise as this is insufficient on account of 
the construction of a number of large buildings, and an 


electric trolley railway, &c., so that the contractors have 
been obliged to import labor for this work. A great deal of 
construction work is planned for this season in this locality 
and all kinds of artisans will be fully employed in this 
construction. 

Mark H. Spalding, of Manchester, N. H., who bought 
the Francis P. Robertson paper mills at Quaker Hill in 
the town of Waterford, Conn., has completed the repairs 
on the plant and has begun operating the mills. It is Mr. 
Spalding’s purpose to increase the force of operatives be- 
fore long. 

Quite a lot of poplar pulp wood cut by Horton B. Heth- 
erington, of Queen’s County, and stored on the banks of 
the Canaan River, Canada, was destroyed by fire last week, 
valued at from $3,000 to $6,000. Next night one of Mr. 
Hetherington’s camps, about 5 miles from the scene of the 
first fire, was destroyed. It is said both logs and camp 
were insured. 

Work on the Berkshire Hills Paper Company’s plant at 
Zylonite, Mass., which is the old Zylonite plant, is progress- 
ing rapidly, and the company expects to begin the manu- 
facture of paper by August 1 with a force of from sixty to 
eighty employees, of whom about thirty-five will be women. 
Parts of a paper making machine built by the Rice, Barton 
& Fales Machine and Iron Company, of Worcester, Mass., 
have arrived, and a man from the shop is at Zylonite to set 
it up.

A Method of Manufacturing Pulp from Various Woods, 
the Invention of Oma Carr, of 
Buena Vista, Va. 
. 

Oma Carr, of Buena Vista, Va., has been granted patent 
No. 762,139 on a method of manufacturing paper pulp. 

“The object of my invention,” says the inventor, “is to 
provide a method whereby paper pulp may be manufactured 
from chestnut, chestnut oak and other similar tanniferous 
woods and at the same time extract and conserve the tan- 
nin extractives of such woods for the purpose of tanning, 
as more fully hereinafter described. 

“The chestnut wood, taken as an example of the woods 
to which this invention is applicable, contains from 5 per 
cent. to 12 per cent. of tannin extractives on the water free 
wood. Such extractives are the base of the present in- 
dustry of manufacturing tanning extract, at this time a 
staple material in use over the United States and Europe 
in the manufacture of leather. In manufacture of 
tanning extract as now carried on the operation is con- 


such 


The tree, being felled, is split into con- 
venient sizes and transported to the works. There it is 
chipped, the chips passed through regrinding machines for 
the purpose of finely dividing the material across and with 
the fibre (the degree of such division having a vital effect 
on the economy of the succeeding process of extraction), 
and then subjected to leaching treatment in open tubs hav- 
ing false bottoms and suitable mechanism for heating, cir- 
culation of liquor, &c. The liquor so obtained is suitably 
clarified, concentrated by evaporation to the desired density, 
and packaged. The method in universal use for such ex- 
traction is that above given—open tubs from 12 to 16 feet 
in diameter, 10 to 16 feet in depth, with pumps, air or 
steam lifts, for circulating the liquor from beneath the false 
bottom of one tub and depositing it upon the surface of 
the tub next in the series. A temperature of 180° Fahr. 
is rarely exceeded, and the material is under treatment 
from three to five days. 

“If the chips have been brought to a state of fineness 
permitting efficient extraction by the process described, they 
present after such extraction these characteristics: (a) 
They are short in fibre, not over one-eighth inch; (b) they 
carry large quantities of dust; (c) the coloring matter has 
been markedly fixed upon the fibre; (d) from 1% to 2% 
per cent. of tannin extractives still remain. Such chips 
have no applicability to the purpose of preparing staple 
pulp or paper products, and are therefore burned for fuel, 
yielding a return of but approximately 40 cents on the- orig- 
inal cord—against a pulp value, under present conditions 
of market, of $10. 

“To render such material applicable to the purpose of 
preparing pulp or paper products of high quality involves 
means for (a) retaining long fibre, (b) avoiding dust, (c) 
removal of tannin extractives and other acid or fixable 
To accomplish the first and second of these 
requires that the material be primarily coarsely divided, 
and on material so divided the third of these requires a 
system of extraction capable of promoting the osmotic ac- 
tion far beyond the same phenomenon if applied to such 
chips by the conventional method of tannin extraction. 
The length of fibre and freedom from dust particles deter- 
mines nearly entirely the strength of the sheet—pulp, paper, 
card or other product. The removal of color prior to diges- 
tion for pulp determines the extent to which the soda or 
sulphite may be affected by such colors (acid in nature), 
and has a heavy bearing upon the efficiency of the bleach. 

“Inasmuch as it is desirable that established extract 
plants may be converted at minimum expense into adjuncts 
of pulp or paper plants, and inasmuch as it is desirable that 
new plants may employ the best methods obtainable I de-

“It will be observed that by both processes or any other 
process of extraction prior to pulping the invention con- 
sists in bring the material to a state of fibre sufficiently 
long for paper making and in a state of parallel division 
as affecting the sectional area across the grain which will 
permit efficient diffusion. Such condition of fibre or chip 
may be brought about by any suitable mechanism before 
diffusion is begun, in which event the solvent process is 
rendered brief and devoid of possible damaging action on 
the fibre or undesirable fixation of color. Whatever proc- 
esses of reducing the wood and extracting the tannins may 
be employed, it is essential that the chip or fibre shall be 
sufficiently Jong for paper. 

“Thus by these plans is accomplished (a) the conserva- 
tion of the tannin extractives in the form of a liquor ready 
for conventional clarification and evaporation; (b) the 
residual chip has a length of fibre furnishing the finest 
quality of pulp and paper as to strength; (c) the coloring 
matters which would otherwise neutralize or unbalance the 
pulping solution and entail a prohibitory cost for bleach 
have been removed; (d) the fixation of color on the fibre 
has been avoided.”

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STRAW BOARD WASTE. 


The United States Geological Survey Issues a Bulletin on 
the Subject—How the Waste Is Treated 
by Some Manufacturers. 


A particularly troublesome source of contention among 
various interests in Indiana, Ohio and Illinois, says a 
bulletin of the United States Geological Survey, is the 
effect of waste from straw board, or, as they are more 
commonly called, pasteboard mills, on surface waters. 
Desirous of determining whether or not this straw board 
refuse is a source of damage to interstate streams, the 
United States Geological Survey recently made, through its 
division of hydro-economics, a careful study of the process 
used in the manufacture of straw board, the character of 
the refuse, the nature of the pollution produced, the conse- 
quent damage to the stream, and the possible means of 
preventing such pollution. The results of this investiga- 
tion are embodied in a report made by Prof. Robert 
Lemuel Sackett, of Earlham College, Richmond, Ind., 
which will be published by the Survey in the near future. 
Briefly the results show that straw board wastes have dam- 
aging effects, but the problem of purification offers no 
great difficulties. 

The principal factories in the United States are confined 
to a comparatively small area. Indiana, Ohio and Illinois 
make 83 per cent. of the straw board produced in the 
United States, and Indiana alone produces nearly 50 per 
cent. of the total. After these three leaders, New York, 
Maryland and Michigan rank next in order of production. 
The census record of 1900 shows that there are fifty-nine 
straw board factories in the country, which used 157,534 
tons of raw material to make a finished product valued at 
$3,187,342. 

Straw board waste is an extremely stable substance, which 
does not degenerate when kept in clean containers, but 
when fixed with substances of a putrescible nature, such 
as sewage and other organic matter in’streams, it becomes 
extremely foul and objectionable. The waste liquors from 
the mills are ordinarily discharged into neighboring 
streams. The result depends upon the character and 
volume of the water in the stream. As many Indiana 
rivers flow over limestone beds, their water is hard, carry- 


ing 15 to 20 grains of lime to the gallon. The waste 
liquor from a straw board mill where wash water is not 
plentiful sometimes contains 200 or more grains of lime to 
the gallon. In order to reduce the quantity to 40 grains 
a gallon, the minimum stream now would need to be 
about ten times the volume of water employed in the man- 
ufacturing process. This limits the number of streams 
upon which such mills. can be operated in the present man- 
ner, without nuisance, to a few rivers in each State. 

Artificial drainage, the destruction of forests, and the 
eccentricities of rainfall have made the flow of rivers of 
the Ohio basin extremely low in the late summer and fall. 
Some streams, indeed, cease to be more than isolated 
ponds. Under these circumstances the discharge of sludge 
produces serious pollution. 

The interests of the States are concerned in this pollu- 
tion of streams by straw board mills, for the straw board re- 
fuse is destructive of fish, water supply and ice crop, and 
lowers the value of real estate that lies near the polluted 
stream. 

Some manufacturers have run the waste into a series 
of beds scooped out of a gravel bottom land. Here the 
straw and lime slowly settle while the water filters 
through the subsoil and eventually finds its way to the 
neighboring creek. But the great quantity of straw 
wasted soon clogs such natural filters, and dependence is 
placed upon high water to wash the refuse out of the 
beds. It is then deposited on other lands below, so that 
this method is only a makeshift. What a carefully con- 
structed settling and filtering plant may accomplish has 
not yet been absolutely determined, although the Ameri- 
can Straw Board Company made experiments in that 
line during the summer of 1903. 

The experiments, of the Geological Survey have demon- 
strated that there are two possible methods of purifying 
the waste—filtration and chemical precipitation. Simple 
sedimentation is hot effective. Neither is simple filtra- 
tion, but this, when combined with chemical precipitation, 
is an aid to the process. 

The most effective chemical precipitants for purifying 
straw board wastes are the sulphates of iron and alumina, 
but they must be used in such large quantities that they 
make the cost of the process prohibitive» Neither lime 
nor carbon dioxide is of value as a precipitant, but a com- 
bination of carbon dioxide and milk of lime is effective 


when properly applied. The process can be economica 
maintained if conditions are favorable, and it will secur 
the removal of 75 per cent. of the suspended mater 
Higher efficiencies can be obtained by slower rates 
operation and by the use of sand filtration, which wo 
be necessary, however, only in extreme cases. 

The objection raised by the officials of the United Box 
Board and Paper Company to the processes suggest 
by the Survey is based on cost. They maintain that t 
different kinds of box board now on the market are 
evenly balanced in cost of production and competit 
selling price that the additional expense incurred in ma 
ufacture as the result of adopting this process would 
drive straw board from the market. 

It is hoped that the experiments made may stimula: 
interest in the question and may lead to further investi- 
gations tending toward a practical solution of the prob- 
lem that may be satisfactory to all the interests involved

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Paper Making in Mexico. 


[FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 





Mexico, Mexico, June 10, 1904.—Thomas 
Braniff, of the new Mexican paper combina- 
tion, stated this week that all the machinery 
had been removed from the Santa Teresa 
Mill and installed in the 
will be used altogether for the purpose of 
making rag pulp for use in the San Rafael 
and Progreso mills. The Santa Teresa 
Mill is shut down and only the San Rafael 
and the Progreso mills will be used for the 
manufacturing of paper. 

At present, according to Mr. Braniff, the 
two mills are turning out about 4 tons more 
of paper per day than the four mills for- 
merly turned out, the daily output now be 
ing 27 tons. With the arrival from Ger- 
many of the machinery, which is soon ex- 
pected here, the mills will be still further 
improved and enabled to greatly increase 
their output. The company is satisfied with 
what is now being accomplished, although 
several improvements are under way that 
will facilitate the working of the mills. 

In speaking about the paper manufactur- 
ing business yesterday, Mr. Braniff said: 

“Making paper is not quite so easy as 
some people seem to think, since it requires 
very expensive machinery and a_ deep 
knowledge of the requirements of the 
market. If a particular kind of stock is 
needed, this stock cannot be turned out in 
There are a good many pre- 
liminary steps to be taken before the mills 
can begin to make it, and then it may take 
a couple of weeks before the order can be 
delivered. Here in Mexico, making paper 
is a more@difficult proposition than it is in 
the United States, and for several reasons. 
In the first place, we have not in this coun 
try a supply of trained and efficient help to 
draw upon.

All our help has to be im- 
ported, or, at least, a very large propor 
tion of it. Then the machinery for the 
mills has to be imported either from the 
United States or Europe, and a risk is run 
in the matter of manufacturing material for 
a market which is still unsettfed 

The question of the supply of rags for 
the paper mills is also a serious one in 
Mexico. 

“We cannot get on without this necessary 
article of rags,” said Mr. Braniff. “One 
would think that there would be no diffi 
culty in obtaining rags in Mexico judging 
from the number that are daily seen, but 
when you come to buy them you soon find 
out that they are not as plentiful as they 
appear to be. In the United States you 
can get rags for a cent a pound, while here 
they will cost you 6 cents a pound, and that 
price is charged us, notwithstanding the 
large amount we have to purchase. Lots

PAPER.—The market is in fair shape for the middle of 
June. The jobbers as a rule report that trade is not much 
more quiet that is usually the case at this time of year. 
They add that they expect a considerable falling off in busi- 
ness about this time and for that reason they have no good 


cause for complaint. But while the demand has eased off - 


with the dealers the mill situation continues strong. No 
weakening in the quotations of any of the various grades 
of paper has as yet been discovered. This strength of 
prices is remarkable, in view of the fact that the dull sea- 
son is at hand. The strike in the Wisconsin paper mills, if 
it is long continued, must certainly still further stiffen the 
market. The large consumption of paper for the forthcom- 
ing Presidential campaign is counted on to offset in part 
the annual midsummer dullness in the trade. News paper 
is firmer if anything, although no actual change can be said 
to have taken place as yet. The curtailed production of 
the Western mills because of the strike has created a firmer 
feeling in the Eastern News market. The situation in both 
Book and Writings is also strong, as all the mills are better 
supplied with orders than is usually the case at this time 
of year. Quotations on both kinds of paper have held up 
remarkably well, The fact that the mills have some busi- 
ness ahead, with little stock made up for their regular 
trade, coupled with the high price of all raw materials, are 
all counted on to hold prices firm for some time. The de- 
mand for Box Boards is said to be quiet, with prices 
weak. Manila papers are in poorer demand, still prices 
have not changed. We quote:
